No reduction in taxable value has been made for the captured taxable value of tax
inérement reinvestment zones. The Hairis County values also include $62,100,570 for railroad rolling stock,
provided by the State Comptroller of Public Accounts, and exclude the reduction for the Freeport exemption not
adopted by Harris County.

" County debt service taxes were collected in excess of the anticipated amount in the preceding tax year totaling
 $74,260.48. For the Flood Control District, Port of Houston Authority, and the Hospital District there were no debt
taxes collected in excess of the anticipated amount in the preceding year due to a change in the collection rate.

To ensure compliance with the Truth-in-Taxation provisions of the Texas Property Tax- Code, I request that the
Commussnoners Court designate the Tax Assessor-Collector as the official to calculate the Effective Tax Rate, the .
Rollback Tax Rate, and the Notice and Hearing Limit, and to publish required notices. We will coordinate this
activity with the County Auditor and Budget Management offices. :
